The Guffey coal law was held in- 
valid under the taxing powers of 
the Constitution today by Federal 


District Judge Albert LL. Reeves 
who declared the tax imposed by 
the act was “so burdensome and 
onerous as to destroy the business 
of the plaintiffs.” 

Judge Reeves handed down the 
opinion after six Missouri coal com- 
panies had challenged the constitu- 
tionality of the law and asked the 
Court for a temporary injunction to 
prevent Federal officials from col- 
lecting taxes provided by the law 

In granting the injunction, Judge 
Reeves said the Guffey tax stood 
as a penalty to compel submission 
to a national regulatory code, and 
that there was no authority in the 
Constitution for Congress to stabil- 
ize the bituminous coal mining in- 
dustry and promote its interstate 
commerce. 

“Tax ‘Drawback’ of 90 Per Cent.” 

“While it is undoubtedly within 
the congressional power to destroy 
by imposing a destructive tax, yet, 
in this instance, the act provides 
for a ‘drawback’ of 90 per centum 
of the tax if the producer will ac- 
cept and subject himself to the 
regulatory provisions of the code,” 
Judge Reeves’ opinion said. 

“This code is not designed to fa- 
railitate theeollection of the tax, 
but the regulatory provisions of the 
code are separate and apart and in- 
dependent of the tax.” 

He referred to the act’s provi- 
sion for a 15 per cent tax on the 
value of coal mined by each pro-

Carter Coal Co. Case. 

Justice Jesse C. Adkins of the 
District of Columbia Supreme Court 
refused Oct. 30 to grant James Wal- 
ter Carter, president of the Carter 
Coal Co., an injunction restraining 
the Government from collecting the 
15 per cent compliance tax under 


the Guffey Act, but granted an in- 
junction restraining Carter’s com-

| ducers’ code. Next day Chief Jus- 
| tice Hughes of the United States 
Supreme Court refused to issue a 
temporary order against enforce- 
ment of the act, saying the peti- 
tion must be presented to the full 
court. The Court on Nov. 11 re- 
fused to interfere with the lower 
court decision.

George T. Moore, director of the 
Missouri Botanical Garden and 
chairman of the local committee in 
charge of the convention. 


Preblems for Science. 


“Scientific ethics,” Dr. Thorndike 
said, in his discussion of “Science 
and Values,” “must rely largely on 
economics, political science, sociol- 
ogy, psychology, education and 
biology in studying the values of 
all sorts of activities and moral and 
semi-moral issues where action is 
now unfortunately being taken 
largely as a result of the emotion- 
al interests of enthusiasts or the 
selfish interests of special groups.” 

Enumerated as examples of pres- 
ent issues needing the guidance of 
science were proposals to pay pris- 
oners full wages for their work, to 
keep criminals under surveillance 
by parole officers instead of incar- 
cérating them, to legalize divorce 
when both parties desired it, to en- 
courage birth control by the weak- 
ly, dull and psychopathic and to 
make one’s Own community or na- 
tion rich and strong at the expense 
of others by tariffs and quotas. 

“Science has been rather willing 
to leave values alone,” Dr. Thorn- 
dike continued, “and we have left 
and tend to leave decision about 
consequences to humanist philoso- 
phers, sages, men of affairs, histo- 
rians and literary men. 

The Humanist View. 

“Some of the humanists would 
gladly accept the _ responsibility, 
being confident that science should 
leave such decisions to them. They 
distrust the activities of the social 
sciences and especially their entry 
into the field of human values. It 
is better, such a humanist will as- 
sert, to listen to the seers and sages 
and to follow the dreams of in- 


_spired artists and moralists than to 


poke about in the schools, streets, 
market places, prisons and asy- 
lums or collect statistics or drag 
human aspirations into the labora- 
tory.

CLAUSE INU. S. BOND 


Paul Bakewell Jr. of St. Louis 
Seeks Payment of $1000 
in Gold Dollars. 


Paul Bakewell Jr., an attorney, 
filed suit against the United States 
in Federal Court today as the hold- 
er of a $1000 Government bond con- 
taining the “gold clause” which he 
seeks to enforce. 

The bond was called for payment 
Oct. 15, the suit sets out, but the 
Treasury has offered payment “in 
paper currency of the nominal or 
face value of $1000,” instead of gold 
dollars of the standard of fineness 
obtaining in 1918 when the bond 
was issued. 

In its four-to-five decision last 
February the Supreme Court held 
that while the action of Congress 
in invalidating the gold clause in 
bonds of the United States Govern- 
ment was unconstitutional, bond- 
holders could not enforce the gold 
clause because there was no way 
in which a sovereign power could 
be sued without its consent. 

The opinion held that althoug 


vide remedies through the courts, 
the contractural obligation still ex- 
isted, and “despite infirmities of 
procedure, remains binding on the 
conscience of the sovereign.” 

In the view of some, the Supreme 
Court’s statement that the bond- 
holder who instituted the suit with 
which its decision was concerned 
had not shown or sought to show 
any actual damage in loss of pur- 
chasing power left the door open 


for further litigation by bondhold- 
'ers who might raise that point.

How Incomes Were Spent. 


As one small bit of evidence as 
to what people of the United States 
want, Dr. Thorndike cited statistics 
showing how incomes were spent in 
1929. They included 17 billion for 
food, eight billion for clothing, six 
and half billion for automobiles, a 
billion and a half for laundry clean- 
ing and dyeing, a billion and a half 
for tobacco and three-quarters of a 
billion for burial. 

With the aid of a consensus of 
psychologists, he divided each item 
of expenditure among the wants to 
which it probably ministers. Only 
56 per cent of the amount’ spent 
for food was for the satisfaction 
of hunger, he said. Gratification 
of taste and smell accounted for 15 
per cent; pleasure of companion- 
ship 10 per cent; approval of others, 
3% per cent and smaller percent- 
ages for protection against disease 
and cold and the pleasure of vision. 

Clothing Bill Analyzed. 

Clothing expenditures were di- 
vided as_ follows: Approval of 
others, 12% per cent; self-approval, 
7 per cent; to gain pleasure fm 
courtship, 10 per cent; for other 
social intercourse, 8 per cent; pleas- 
ure of vision, 6 per cent; to win 
mastery or domination over others, 
3% per cent; to win affection, 2 
per cent; the remainder, about 50 
per cent for protection from 
weather, animals and disease.

EX-CONGRESSMAN GIVES TIP

Assessed Government Tax Under 
Law Holding Landlord Respon- 
sible for Tenants.

CHICAGO, Dec. 31.—When for- 
mer Congressman James T. Igoe 
gave the Internal Revenue Depart- 
ment a tip which led to seizure of 
a wildcat alcohol still last Sept. 21, 
he thought he did the Government 
a favor. Today it appeared to be 
a $12,000 favor, with Igoe footing 
the bill. 

The Internal Revenue Depart- 
ment filed a $12,000 assessment 
against him for unpaid taxes on 
alcohol produced by the still on the 
tenth floor of the Igoe Building, 
owned by him.

socially. We pay more to maintain 
self-respect and the good opinion of 
others than to keep our bodies fed 
and free from the distress of hun- 

er.” 

“individual Differences Neglected. 

Ethics, politics and philanthropy 
have neglected individual differ- 
ences in man, Dr. Thorndike said 
in a long discussion of assigning 
weights to values. This was due, 
he said, partly to “the retention of 
theological and sentimental] preju- 
dices in favor of the similarity and 
equality of man.” 

“No egalitarian system of weights 
can be just or wise,” he asserted 
“More weight should be given to the 
wants of superior men than to the 
wants of inferior men. What able 
and good men want is much more 
likely to be better for the commun- 
ity or nation or race or the world 
as a whole than what stupid or 
bad men want. 

“Goodness and intelligence are 
positively correlated, so it is well to 
weigh the wants of intelligent men 
more than the wants of dull men 

“The world’s greatest folly has 
been its treatment of those who are 
most superior to it in intellect, orig- 
inality, sensitiveness and humane- 
ness. Its most prudent investment 
is to find them out early and give 
them whatever they need to do 
their perfect work. One good clue 
to what they need is what they 
themselves desire.”

At Roxbury Crossing Police Sta- 
tion, detectives questioned James

OF METEORS FALL EACH DAY 


Prof. C. C. Wylie of | of lowa U. Reads 
Paper on His Studies at 
Astronomy Meeting. 

It was estimated that “millions of 
| millions” of telescopic meteors fall 
daily over the entire area of the 
world, by Prof. C. C. Wylie of the 
| University of Iowa, in a paper read 
| today before the astronomy section 
of the American Association for the 

| Advancement of Science 

During the same period, Dr. Wy- 
lie said, 24.000.000 meteors that are 
Visible to the naked eve enter tha 
|earth’s atmosphere. He has con- 

cluded from his studies, he said, 
that, annually, 130 meteors as bright 
as the full moon, or particles that 
| weigh about a half pound, fall in 
}each area 280 miles radius. Since 
the beginning of time, he estimated, 
ome meteor weighing 35 tons has 
fallen on the world every 300 years. 

Dr. Wylie concluded that at the 
present rate of fall, slightly less 
than an inch of meteoric material 
would have been deposited on the 
entire earth by this time if most 
of the material were not consumed 
| in space.

Mr. Kinsey Questions River-Front Plan. 


To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

T is about time that city officials heed 

the warning in the Post-Dispatch edi- 
torial of Dec. 23 with respect to the 
river-front project. Let us not deceive 
ourselves; the City of St. Louis is really 
in danger of being left holding a very 
costly bag. 

There is a note of warning in Presi- 
dent Roosevelt's executive order, as may 
clearly be read in this quotation: “Where- 
as, the City of St. Louis has agreed to 
contribute for the project of acquiring 
and developing the said site the sum of 
$2,250,000, which is one-fourth of the EN- 
TIRE AMOUNT to be expended for such 
purposes... . .” The President thereupon 
allocates the sum of $6,750,000 of Federal 
money and directs the Secretary of the 
Interior to expend “the said sum of $9,- 
000,000 in acquiring the said property and 
in developing and preserving it for the 
purposes of said act.” 

The President has put a period after 
the $9,000,000; there is not the slightest 
hint at a policy of committing the Fed- 
eral Government to the expenditure of 
one cent more 

How can anyone justify rushing the 
City of St. Louis into such a costly proj- 
ect in thé face of such definite denial of 
further commitment by the Federal Gov- 
ernment’? Just how much would the proj- 
ect eventually cost? Nobody on earth 
can comé even close to a guess. 

It has been repeatedly said to the peo- 
ple of &t. Louis that the site could ba 
acquired for $7,500,000; many informed 
persons have doubted this. It is report- 
ed that Federal investigators spent sev- 
eral weeks in St. Louis investigating this 
question, and that their finding was that 
$7,500,000 would be quite inadequate for 
the purpose. Does the Mayor know this? 
Why has their report not been made 
public here or in Washington? 

And what about the construction cost? 
During the bond issue campaign, it was 
announced that the architects of the na- 


tion would be asked to submit, in compe- | 


tition, designs for the treatment of the 
project, and that six months’ time would 
be required in which to determine an 
acceptable design. 

After this, months would be required 
to develop construction plans. The plain 
fact is that no one on earth can possibly 
know what the cost will be, for there does 


not exist a scrap of a plan (as the pub- | 
in gold to the United States in the last three months, 


lished program admits) upon which any- 
one might predicate even a guess. 

This is merely one more example of a 
New Deal project, rushed to a beginning 
by executive order, with half-baked plans, 
or no plans at all; but why should the 
taxpayers of St. Louis be blindfolded and 
led into it? 

What a pity, what a pity that a project 
with so many elements of merit should be 
so fearfully messed up at the start! Why 
cannot it be sanely and carefully planned 
and proceeded with normally? 

The answer seems to be—political ex- 
pediency. It was a cruel hoax to prom- 
ise work within 10 days to the job-hun- 
gry people of St. Louis, if they passed 
the bond issue. 

It will not be politically profitable to 
make an ungodly wreck of old St. Louis.

Did I do the job everybody was hoping, with might 
and main, I would do? The old fellow dubiously 
shook his weary head. Some pretty important per- 
sons say I did, he mused. There's Alfred P. Sloan 
Jr. of General Motors. It was a thrill to hear him 
tell that luncheon crowd that “the depression is def- 
initely behind us.” And Roger Babson, who hypno- 
tizes the statistics, awoke one morning to find us 
all “in the prosperity zone.” Indeed, before I got 
here, the underslung piper of Chicago, Charles G. 
Dawes, predicted that in the bright skies of the June 
brides there would be nothing left of the economic 
clouds but the silver linings. 

But I'm afraid, mumbled 1935, I'm very much 
afraid that 1936, bless his innocent little heart, will 
stumble over the same foundling that 1934 left on 
my doorstep. Perhaps it isn’t quite such an ugly, 
squalling brat. But it’s here, and here it will re- 
main until someone comes along and removes that 
tag of unemployment. 

How can that be done? Goodness knows. Uncle 
Sam has tried to do it, in a riot of efforts, and 
hasn't got much of anywhere. Suggestions have 
been made, plenty of them. Most of them are what 
Macaulay would have called “nondescript soup.” 
That Boston merchant, Edward A. Filene, said the 
only road to recovery was “a general, organized, 
compulsory raising of wages.” In similar key, and 
more practical, was the idea advanced and applied 
by W. K. Kellogg: 

There is no doubt in my mind that the solu- 
tion of the unemployment problem in the United 
States lies in spreading employment among more 
workers without decreasing the buying power 
through reduced wages. By wages I refer to the 
amount in a man’s pay envelope—not the hourly 
rate. 

Mr. Kellogg accompanied the announcement with 
a substantial wage advance and with the statement 
that the six-hour day would be continued in his 
plants because it had proved its worth both to the 
management and the men. 

It is permissible, too, to refer to a prophet who 
is poles away from Pollyanna. John T. Flynn is 
persuaded that the improvement in business will 
carry on next year with swelling momentum and 
even scents the danger of a boom, but the prospect, 
as he perceives it, will leave the army of unemployed 
marching on in serried ranks.

AN APPEAL TO THE COUNTY COURT. 

What comfort the county derived from the fact 
that ouster proceedings have been instituted against 
Dr. Edwin L. Sheahan, superintendent of the county 
hospital, is dulled by the fact that a final deter- 
mination of the case cannot be had for a consider- 
able length of time. It is set for the January term 
of court, but it may not be reached before March. 
If the outcome is unfavorable to Dr. Sheahan, an 
appeal will no doubt be taken. The year may pass 
and Dr. Sheahan’s term expire before the case is 
finished. 

A far simpler termination of the impossible condi- 
tion now existing would be for the County Court to 
take the matter back into its own hands. One member 
of the.court, Judge Tighe, stands willing to vote for 
the removal of Dr. Sheahan. The other two, Judges 
Thatcher and Wohlschlaeger, have so far declined 
to join him. If either of them should retreat from 
a position that has created endless strife, he would 
be doing a public service. If the price of this action 
were to pay Dr. Sheahan’s salary for the remainder 
of the year, it would be cheap, considering all of the 
circumstances. 

The hospital mess is of the County Court’s making 
and it should also be unmade by the County Court. 
To wait for the trial of a case in the Circuit Court, 
with all of its presumable delays and technicalities, 
would be for the County Court to abdicate its func-

han’s reinstatement did so with the very best of in-

able results that have followed; but such results 
have followed and the only way to ameliorate them 
is to place the hospital under the superintendency 
of another man.

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JUDGE O’MALLEY’S DECISION. 

A somewhat belated, but nevertheless warmly ap- 
preciated, Christmas present to St. Louis taxpayers 
comes with Judge O’Malley’s issuance of a temporary 
injunction to prevent the holding of special elec- 
tions on the Kratky proposals for municipal owner- 
ship of the street car and bus systems. After ex- 
amining the initiative petitions in the light of the 
City Charter and the law, Judge O’Malley held them 
defective and, therefore, not binding upon the Board 
of Election Commissioners. 

Without doubt, the Kratky campaign has been one 
of the weirdest in the city’s experience: This ex- 
champion of the political fortunes of former Mayor 
Victor Miller wants the city to take over the dead 
horse of the Public Service Co., now in receivership, 
for the sum of $25,000,000. Such a move, at a time 
when the street car is definitely fading from the 
transportation picture, could be of interest only to 
those interested in salvaging something from the 
company’s depreciated securities. 

In an effort to arouse popular interest, however, 
Kratky held out the lure of a 5-cent fare. At the 
present 10-cent fare, the company has not been able 
to earn enough to keep in the black, and, if the fare 
were cut in half, it would mean financial disaster. 
Happily, the fortunes, or lack of them, of the local 
street car company have been a matter of such wide- 
spread discussion and such common observation as 
to doom thé Kratky proposals from the outset. 

If it were not for Judge O’Malley’s decision, how- 
ever, the city would have been compelled to hold 
elections on the fantastic scheme at a cost of $216,- 
000. That would have been a terrific price to pay 
for the privilege of voting “No.” 
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OBSTACLE. 

Representative Pierce, a Democrat from Oregon, 
thinks “there orter be a law” against straw votes de- 
signed to test national political sentiment.

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TODAY AND TOMORROW

The Departure of the Lindberghs 


has stimulated publicity by his efforts to 

avoid it. There is undoubtedly some truth 
in the observation. To the romantic fascina- 
tion of his career there has been added his 
uncommon and therefore mysterious dis- 
taste for the very celebrity which most pub- 
lic figures crave. Thus he has never be- 
come ordinary, and curiosity has never been 
sated. 

He has remained the incomparable youth, 


[> has often been said that Col. Lindbergh 


' so noble in bearing and so fearless, who 


rode across the skies and conquered the 
imagination of mankind. He himself has 
grown older and weary of adoration and the 
burdens of his fame. But all his efforts to 
become pedestrian, substantial and settled 
have been defeated. He could not become 
uninteresting. He has been unable to dissi- 
pate the legend of which he is the hero. 

It may be that a shrewd and _ worldly 
manipulator of the arts of publicity would 
have known how to satisfy and quench the 
popular interest. There have been many 
before him who became spectacularly fa- 
mous and then, whether they liked it or not, 
passed into obscurity. 

That anyone can deliberately pass into 
obscurity is not so certain. But if it could 
have been done, Col. Lindbergh has not 
known how to do it. Why should he have 
known? Why should he have known not 
merely how to fly the Atlantic but also how 
to outwit the tabloid press? 

It is asking too much that a hero should 
also be an expert in the management of 
popular opinion. Indeed, it may be doubted 
whether a man sophisticated enough for that 
would have dared to fly alone across the 
Atlantic Ocean. The ability to calculate the 
vagaries of mass sentiment is perhaps not 
compatible with a heroic life, or with a 
saintly, or with any other life in which 
genius is dominant. For those who are able 
to stake everything on purpose beyond them- 
selves are not likely to know how they will 
look in the mirrors of popular opinion. 


For Col. Lindbergh, the sweet taste of tri- 
umphant achievement has become sour in 
his mouth. This is not at bottom the 
work of the criminal who murdered his son 
or of the gangsters and cranks who have 
threatened him and his family. The Lind- 
berghs have known how to bear all that 
with far more than ordinary composure. 
But they could not continue to bear, and no 
family could have borne, the ingenious, ruth- 
less and unending inquisition which com- 
mercialized pandering to the curiosity of 
the mob has laid upon their private lives. 

They have been the objects of a pitiless 
hunt. Nothing, it seems, was left undone 
which might dredge out of the slime of ani- 
mal passion all imaginable varieties of luna- 
tic envy and resentment and lust against 
their fame, their fortune and their happi- 
ness. 

It is all very well to say that all promi- 
nent persons receive crank letters, and that 
they should not be taken too seriously. Un- 
happily, the Lindberghs have the most poig- 
mant reason to know what monstrous de 
signs can be hatched by the sinister cunning 
of the uncivilized portion of mankind, what 
darkly hidden lunacies can be stirred up. 

If the American public knew in all its 
sordid detail the story of how the Lind- 
berghs have been hunted, they would be 


even more horrified than they now are. 
Few of the details have been disclosed. But 
one can gauge the character of them from 
the latest incident, which involved nothing 
less than pushing off the road the automo- 
bile in which their child was returning from 
school in order that he could be photo- 
graphed for a newspaper. That is only one 
in a series of such assaults, which has in- 
cluded attempts to bribe servants and 
tradesmen, even trained nurses and hospital 
attendants. 

Whether they wanted to take a walk on 
the street, or go to the theater, or into a 
shop, they have had to be alert. They have 
had to disguise themselves, to take elabo- 
rate precautions when they wished to do the 
most ordinary things, never knowing when 
some brazen photographer or reporter, or 
some criminal or crank excited by yellow 
publicity, was lurking in ambush to jump 
out at them. It has seemed at times as if 
they could never be safe and at peace ex- 
cept when they were flying dangerously and 
by themselves over the great oceans and the 
waste places of the earth. 


The Lindberghs, let it be said squarely, 
are refugees from the tyranny of yellow 
journalism. They have fled to England to 
escape it, and in fleeing they have made 
their resounding protest. They have been 
denied their human, their inalienable, right 
to privacy. And in their protest, they speak 
for the conscience of all civilized men. 

They have brought to a head the ques- 
tion of how the liberties of the press can 
be accommodated to the liberties of the in- 
dividual. It is the ancient and the everlast- 
ing problem of humanity, how to combine 
liberty with order. It is a problem that is 
insoluble by those who take an absolutist 
position in human affairs, by those who, for 
example, seeing the evils of liberty make 
a fetish of order, or those who, seeing the 
horrors of unrestrained authority, will rec- 
ognize no restraints on liberty. The civilized 
world has known since the Greek thinkers 
first discovered the principles of human as- 
sociation in a free society that the supreme 
social problem princfple is moderation in all 
principles. 

The Lindberghs are the immediate vic- 
tims of criminals, cranks and journalistic 
panderers, but finally they are the victims 
of our failure to have made dominant in 
the moral tradition of this country the an- 
cient wisdom of the humanists—that excess 
is the essential characteristic of vice and 
that in all truth; beauty and goodness there 
is proportion, moderation and_ restraint. 
Thus, a journalist who respects his own lib- 
erties will respect the liberties of others, 
knowing that on any other terms his free- 
dom will become a tyranny to his fellow 
men. 

There is no shorter cut than this to 
a remedy for the condition which drove the 
Lindberghs away. It cannot be remedied by 
catching a villain, by passing new laws, by 
excited declamation on the front pages of 
the newspapers. It can be remedied only 
by a change of the public philosophy, by 
acquiring the conviction that such things 
as the Lindberghs have been subjected to 
are indecent, intolerable and inhuman. 

That conviction must exist at the top, 
among those who represent the good repute 
of our civilization, and it must be the real

Many 
people are against one or more of 
his policies, as clearly indicated by 
the Literary Digest poll, but a ma- 
jority will vote for him rather than 
swap horses in midstream, 


Present Policy. 


OOSEVELT’S policy during the 
R coming months will be to rest 

on his oars. He will do as little 
as possible. 

Future policy beyond that will de- 
pend on two things. One is what 
the Supreme Court does to his New 
Deal program. If the court scuttles 
the AAA and other important mea- 
sures, Roosevelt will fight back. 

The second is the Republican Na- 
tional Convention in June. If the 
Republicans nominate Hoover, 
Knox or a conservative candidate, 
Roosevelt will swing further to the 
Right. He will stréss whatever 
conservative achievements in his 
administration he can.

HE cat’s out of the bag. We 
don’t take a census of unem- 
ployment because we don’t know 


what unemployment is—can't de- 
fine it, 


We ought to know what it is aft- 
er six years of it. Ten million of 
us, With more than 34 million de- 
pendents, are that way. They can 
tell you what unemployment is. If 
we don't know how to define it, 
how do we know how to spend $4,- 
000,000,000 to relieve it? 


I saw 220,000 jobless put to work 
In WPA in New York City. It 
wasn't any trouble at all either to 
define them or to find them. A 
man is unemployed, within the re- 
quirements of relief, when with rea- 
Sonable effort he can find no de- 
Pendable means of earning enough 
for a living for himself, or if he 
has dependents, for them also. 


We can define an abstraction like 
“the more abundant life” well 
®nough to bet billions on it and 
contort our whole economic pat- 
tern, but we can’t define unemploy- 
ment well enough to-count it. We 
can't toss off an omission so seri- 
Ous with a pass so airy. 


During the war we had to count 
and keep track of all men subject 
to military service. We had to ex- 
empt all those whose removal would 
deprive dependents of support or 
who were irreplaceable in industry 
or agriculture. It was a much 
more difficult definition than “un- 
employment” and covered a far 
wider field. Yet we did it cheap- 
ly, with little complaint, and al- 
most instantaneously. 


We used local, uncompensated 
boards of responsible citizens— 
neighbors who knew the needs of 
their own people and felt respon- 
sikje for them—not hired social 
workers, political census-takers or 
any other kind of professional 
snoopers. It was as near perfec- 
tion as such a thing could be. 


You could register the unem- 
ployed that way, put necessitous 
cases in jobs that way, distribute 
relief that way—all at a fraction of 
the cost of the present prodigal 
phantasy. 

But so simple and efficient a 
plan as that is studiously ignored 
even when put into effect as 
proved by my own intense experi- 
ence,

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FARLEY'S SUGGESTION 
ON 6.0. P. NOMINATION 


Says ‘Political Lightweights” 
May as Well Shake Dice 
for Honor, 


By the Arsociated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 31.—Chair- 
man James A. Farley of the Dem- 
ocratic National Committee, in a 
radio address last night, said the 
Republicans woulda nominte 
neither Herbert Hoover nor Sena- 
tor Borah for the presidency. He 
called other Republican possibili- 
ties mentioned to date “political 
lightweights” who may as well 
“shake dice” for the nomination. 

Farley also replied to opposition 
charges of “extravagance” against 
President Roosevelt. 

The Democratic leader declared 
the ordinary budget had been cut 
by “hundreds of millions” and the 
Government was well able to take 
care of the present deficit. 

Farley spoke after Senator 
Lewis of Illinois former chairman 
of the Democratic Senatorial Cam- 
paign Committee, had predicted a 
controversy in the Democratic na- 
tional convention over the plat- 
form, but Roosevelt’s renomination 
by “acclamation.” 

“Since long before many voters 
of today were born,” Farley said, 
“Mr. Borah has been available for 
a Republican presidential nomina- 
tion, and Republican convention 
after convention turned him down 
as an unregenerate liberal; foe of 
everything the backers of the G. O. 
P. ever bought and paid for.” 

After stating the “progressive” 
end of the Republican party would 
not stand for “another dose” of 
Hoover, Farley said it was reason- 
able to assume that the Old Guard 
“can't get the nomination for 
Hoover and dare not accept Senator 
Borah.” 

Farley said the mails were full 
of literature telling “of the here- 
tofore unsuspected statesmanship” 
of Gov. Landon and of the “tre- 
mendous capacity, resource and 
wisdom of Col. Knox (Frank Knox 
of Illinois) who used to work for 
Mr. Hearst and now has a news- 
paper of his own, but whose record 
otherwise is blank, and others of va- 
rying obscurity.” 

He added he would not venture to 
guess who the G. O. P. candidate 
might be, but that it would “save 
time, trouble and expense if their 
political lightweights should shake 
dice or shoot craps for the nomi- 
nation.” 

“Not that the stake would be val- 
uable enough to exalt the winner,” 
he added, “but it would save the 
country from the deluge of speeches 
eulogizing nonentities which will 
characterize the Republican con- 
vention.”

MEMPHIS, Tenn., Dec. 31.— 
Thomas Calvin Ashcroft, 70 years 
old, who climbed from a job as a 
telegraph operator in a Mississippi 
town to the position of a leading 
mid-South financier, died at his 
home here last night after a long 
illness.

increasing problem of land conser- 
vation, dramatically highlighted in 
recent years by dust storms which 
spread over the country from the 
great plains of the Middle West. 

-Meeting in Busch Hall at Wash- 
ington University in a joint session 
with the American Society of Ag- 
ronomy, the section heard addresses 
by Jacob G. Lipman of Rutgers Uni- 
versity, C. R. Enlow of the U. S. Soil 
Conservation Service, L. E. Call of 
Kansas State College, and George 
Stewart of the United States Forest 
Service of Ogden, Utah. 

The wastage of timber, soil and 
human effort resulting from Irre- 
sponsible exploitation of our natu- 
ral resources has been terrible, Lip- 
man said, The nations of ancient 
peoples fell just as they lost their 
soils, he said, and the same fate 
awaits Americans unless they take 
steps to preserve the soil. 


What the Results Have Been. 

“We have condoned excessive 
land abandonment, soil depletion 
and ghost farms, just as we have 
condoned ghost lumber camps and 
ghost mining towns,” he said. “We 
have paid the price in gullying, in 
sheet erosion, in soil leaching and 
in the irrational destruction of soil 
organic matter. We have sinned 
against our land, and are stirring 
uneasily as we think of the future.” 

Instead of the haphazard exploita- 
tion of land which has character- 
ized development of the United 
States, Lipman visualized in the fu- 
ture large commercial farms, oper- 
ated by corporations or co-operative 
associations of farmers, plus small 
subsistence farms which would re- 
quire part time attention from in- 
dustrial workers. 

“Commercial farming,” he said, 
“will utilize all expedients of science 
and technology as well as business 
management and organization. Pres- 
ent-day systems of marketing and 
distribution will undergo far reach- 
ing changes. Industry will draw an 
increasingly greater proportion of 
its employes from families living on 
small farms. We may thus vision 
land use planning as the touchstone 
for redistribution of population and 
industry for the rationalization of 
production and for the steady rise 
of earnings and living standards.” 


Wind Erosion and Its Control. 


Call, in his talk on wind erosion, 
pointed out that it had been present 
since the great plains were first set- 
tled, but said the first extensive 
damage in Kansas was in 1912. 

He suggested methods of control 
such as a soil cover of vegetation, 
avoidance of working the soil when 
dry, and the use of implements for 
cultivation which leave the surface 
of the soil rough rather than 
smooth. 


“Where precautionary measures | 


such as these have been taken,” he 
said, “destructive wind erosion has 
been prevented throughout most of 
the central Great Plains. There is 
no reason to expect that wind ero- 
Sion will not be controlled in this 
region unless climatic conditions oc- 
cur that are much less favorable for 
the growth of vegetation than those 
that have prevailed dusing the past 
50 years. The best information 
available would lead to the conclu- 
sion that while periods of serious 
wind erosion will occur in the fu- 
ture during times of drouth. such 
p-riods should not lead to the 


Attending 40th Science Convention 
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to soil erosion in the Western coun- 
try must be through the use of 
vegetation. The dry land country 
of the West is primarily a grass 
country and the encroachment of 
sage brush, the ever increasing men- 
ace of floods, the terrific gullying 
and surface erosion and dust 
storms of last winter and spring 
are all indications of grave dangers 
in the continued abuse of our grass 
lands.”

PIONEER PSYCHOLOGY 
TEACHER AT MEETING 


Dr. James McKeen Cattell, 75, 
Headed First Such Depart- 
ment in Country. 


Among the veteran delegates to 
the convention of the American As- 
sociation for the Advancement of 
Science is 75-year-old Dr. James 
McKeen Cattell, who was head of 


the first department of psychology 
in this country, established at the 
University of Pennsylvania in 1888. 
A former president of: the associa- 
tion, he has attended its conven- 
tions for 40 years. 

He expressed to a Post-Dispatch 
reporter today the opinion’ that 
while his branch of science is still 
the “child” among sciences, it is 
a fast-growing one. In support of 
this statement, he pointed to the 
constantly increasing number of 
students of psychology. 

“Perhaps the greatest advance 
made in the study of psychology,” 
he said, “has been in getting away 
from the old idea, laid down in an- 
cient metaphysics, that phychology 
was primarily the study of what 
people think—or think they think. 
Modern psychology is the study of 
what people do, governed by what 
they think. We are tending more 
and more to stress the study of

VARIOUS CALENDARS 
AND HOW THEY WORK 


/Mathematician Describes Busi- 


ness, Equal Quarter and 
13-Month Types. 


Suggested means of improving 
the calendar by adopting 4 13- 
month year; changing the days of 
the month to produce equal quar- 
terly periods or the adoption of the 
business calendar, were discussed 
yesterday by Prof. Cc. C. Wylie of 
the University of Iowa at the open- 
ing meeting of the Mathematical 
Association of America at St. Louis 
University. The meeting was held 
in connection with the convention 
of the American Association for the 
Advancement of Science. 

The present calendar had been 
said, because the 
months vary from 28 to 31 days; 
five Saturdays or Sundays occur 
gome months, and the calendar does 
not have an exact number of weeks. 
Business executives find fault, he 
said, because the number of Sat- 
urdays and Sundays in a single 
month varies from year to year, 
making statistical reports unreli- 
able. 

13-Month Calendar, 

The 13-month calendar, he said, 
had been advocated because only 
one calendar would be necessary; 
each month would contain 28 days, 
and the days of the month would 
fall on the same days of the week. 
The extra day of the year, exclud- 
ing the added day on leap year, 
would be added as “year day,” ne 
said. 

The adoption of this calendar had 


been opposed, he asserted, on the 


ground the change in holidays 
would be too radical, “the Fourth 
of July would fall on the seven- 
teenth of the proposed new month, 
‘Sol’.” Scientists pointed out, he 
added, that* astronomical charts 
prepared for years in advance 
would have to be revised. 

Others, he continued, proposed 
the equal quarter calendar, which 
would be arranged by changing the 
number of days in the month so 
that in each quarter the months 
would have 31, 30 and 30 days. In 
this type, he said, the 12-month year 
could be retained, and each quar- 
ter would have the same number 
of working days. This calendar, he 
pointed out, also would have to have | 
“vear day.” 


Business Calendar. 


Because of the opposition to these 
calendars, the speaker said, more 
than 1000 large industrial concerns 
in the country had found it prac- 
tical to adopt the business calen- 
dar. This calendar is merely the 
transfer of the calendar of the pre- 
vious year to the coming year so 
that dates would coincide with the 
days of the week rather than of 
the month. 

This was done, he said, by noting 
the difference in the number of 
days between the first Sunday of 
the previous year with that of the 
coming year, and placing the pre- 
vious dates the same number of 
days ahead. Large firms, which 
use a schedule for production peri- 
ods, directors’ meetings, sales cam- 
paigns and other events, have 
adopted this method so that the 
schedule is maintained without re- 
vision due to shifting Saturdays, 
Sundays and holidays. 

The present calendar, Prof. Wylie 
said, was accurate within three 
days in 10,000 years. The formula 
now used is 365 days a year with 
one day added every fourth year, 
except when the fourth year be- 
gins a new century. 

To correct another error, the 
fomula calls for the addition of the 
leap year at the beginning of 
every fourth century. 


Mathematical Inexactitudes.

PSYCHOLOGIST TALKS 
ON CAUSES OF BEHAVIOR 


Says “Personality” Is Result of 
Heredity, Environment and 
Experience, 


Human behavior, usually consid- 
ered the result of accidental cir- 
cumstances, is determined by “law- 
ful forces,” Dr. John E. Anderson 
director of the Institute of Child 
Welfare of the University of Minne- 
sota, said today at a luncheon meet- 
ing of the psychology and education 
divisions of the American Associa- 
tion for the Advancement of 
Science. 

The “lawful forges,” he said, de- 
pend on a_ selective process by 
which the individual accepts. the 
experiences which are. significant 


and rejects those which are not. In 
such a way each person, who begins 
with a unique inheritance and en- 
vironment, acquires a personality 
which is different from that of any- 
one else. 

Dr. Anderson, who is_ retiring 
vice-president of the psychology 
section of the association, charac- 
terized behavior as a reaction of the 
demands of external necessity, aim- 
ing at a simple and specific action 
which will best satisfy those de- 
mands. The selective process is 
limited by the structural and func- 
tional limits of the human constitu- 
tion. 


Tricks of Comic Artists. 


“It would be interesting to specu- 
late on the possibilities of behavior 
if our environment were different, 
but Pop-eye, Buck Rogers and the 
rest of the comic characters have 
pre-empted this for us. Even grav- 
ity, which controls all of us, seems 
to vanish in the comic strip.” 

The division of learned responses 
into small, highly-specialized groups 
of behavior characteristics is the 
result of experience, making each 
new and complex situation more 
easy to meet, Dr. Anderson contin- 
ued. “But the elements of be- 
havior are in continual flux, and 
we must think of behavior in terms 
of pattern structure and function.” 

He took issue with those psychol- 
ogists who believe that abilities de- 
termine the pattern of development. 


“In many situations the task which. 
is set up utilizes what abilities there 


are. External demands, which 
make up our tasks, are, in the ag- 
gregate, the system of social pres- 
sures.” 

Tests of Child Intelligence. 


In another paper today Dr. Beth 
Wellman of the University of Iowa 
concluded that the influence of he- 
redity on the intelligence of a child 
cannot be predicted accurately. She 
summarized tests in which children 
whose parents were of low intelli- 
gence were placed in foster homes 
at the age of 2% months. 

“To the surprise of the examin- 
ers, the 75 children studied in these 
tests showed a mean intelligence 
quotient of 115,” Dr. Wellman said. 
“Only one child fell in the dull nor- 
mal group. The rest were aver- 
age and superior and one was at 
the genius level. Two of the chil- 
dren, whose mothers were feeble- 
minded, had IQ’s of 135 and 140.” 


The rate of intellectual growth is 
nearly the same for all children at 
a particular age, regardless of dif- 
ferences of sex, ability or physical 
maturity, Dr. Frank N. Freeman, 
University of Chicago, said today. 

Dr. Freeman gave a reading test 
to school children between the ages 
of 8 and 17, including some in spe- 
cial tests during the college years. 
The graphs of intellectual levels 
during those years showed the rate 
of increase in ability to be steady 
up to 1& years, falling off slightly 
after that time. 

Classifying 162 children as bright, 
normal, and dull, he discovered that 
those of higher intelligence have a 
more accelerated rate of mental 
growth up to the age of 12 than 
those of the other groups, but that 
the rates nearly converge after that 
age. The evidence that children 
with low intelligence do not lag be- 
hind the others in the rate of in- 
tellectual growth is extremely im- 
portant to educators, he concluded. 


Dr. A. S. Edwards of the Univer- 
sity of Georgia yesterday reported 
a correlation between ehildhood 
symptoms and mental derangement 
in the adult observed from study 
of case histories of patients in men- 
tal hospitals. Abnormal traits in 
the group studied included halluci- 
nations, destructiveness, addiction to 
worry, and other types of emotion- 
al instability. 

The usual first reaction to sales 
talks is “What’s the catch,” Dr.

Latest Research Devices 
Shown at Science Exhibit 


One Instrument Measures Color; 
Tests Goods—Educational Movies 
and Displays. 


Another 


Science has paraded its most 
advanced models of devices and 
instruments for every field of hu- 
man research at the annual exhibi- 
tion of the American Association 
for the Advancement of Science, 
which opened yesterday in the ex- 
position hall of the Municipal Audi- 
torium. 

The exhibition is primarily edu- 
cational and the crowds which at- 
tended yesterday, consisting mostly 
of delegates and visitors to the as- 
sociation’s convention, not only in- 
spected the exhibits but listened to 
lectures by the exhibit staff, il- 
lustrated in many instances with 
moving pictures, both silent and 
with sound effects. There are more 
than 50 separate booths containing 
several hundred different exhibits. 

For the more scientifically-mind- 
ed, there were several booths de- 
voted to exhibits of two of the 
leading technical schools of the 
country, Massachusetts Institute of 
Technology and California Insti- 
tute of Technology. The exhibit by 
the former school contained a ma- 
chine for generating’ electricity 
from which sparks flew to a long 
metal pole and even caused elec- 
tricity to play about the operators’ 
hair. The California institution 
had an extensive display of photo- 
graphs of astronomical phenomena 
taken from its observatory at 
Mount Wilson. 


Federal Exhibits. 

Several Federal departments had 
booths, among them the Bureau of 
Standards of the Department of 
Commerce, the Soil Erosion Sec- 
tion of the Department of Agricul- 
ture and the Forest Service of the 
Department of the Interior. The 
display by the Bureau of Standards 
included many different kinds of 
instruments for determining the 
quality of various metals, cloth and 
other materials. The soil erosion 
exhibit contained a model of a 
Mid-Western farm swept by dust 
and then, the same farm, after soil 
erosion prevention methods had 
made it possible to produce crops 
again. 

The forest service exhibit includ- 
ed cross-sections of different types 
of trees found in national forest 
areas in the Southern part of Mis- 
souri. One large tree trunk sec- 
tion was marked off in layers to 
show at what periods in the coun- 
try’s history the particular layer 
had grown. 

A Pittsburgh safety appliance 
company had a_ exhibit showing 
models of safety devices to combat 
asphyxiation by carbon monoxide, 
consisting of smal. square metal 
boxes containing chemicals which 
react to carbon monoxide and set 
in motion ventilating systems and 
ring warning bells when the mon- 
oxide content reaches 2-100 of 1 per 
cent in any given space. These de-

SMOKE DISCUSSED 


Washington U. Professor 
Shows Device Impractical 
Because Too Costly. 


A “thoroughly impractical” 
smoke-consuming device was shown 
to members of the medical science 
section of the American Association 
for the Advancement of Science to- 
day by Dr. P. A. Schaffer, profes- 
sor of bio-chemistry at Washington 
University Medical School. 

Dr. Schaffer explained that 
while his device looked like one of 
Rube- Goldberg’s contraptions, its 
impracticality lay in the expense of 
operation in its present state of de- 
velopment. He said it did indicate 
an avenue of research which might 
be pursued to advantage. 


The device is a chamber placed 
over the fire box, in which various 
catalytic agents were placed to 
facilitate the consumption of smoke. 
A catalyic agent is a substance 
which hastens a reaction when it is 
present, but which, in itself is not 
substantially changed by the reac- 
tion. 

In his experiments Dr. Shaffer 
used copper oxide, fire brick im- 
pregnated with sodium carbonate, 
fire brick not so treated, and mag- 
ganese diox.de as catalysts. The 
most effective was copper oxide. 
When the catalyst chamber was 
heated electrically to a temperature 
of 600 degrees centigrade, smoke 
was consumed. With the tempera- 
ture increased to 850 degrees, smoke 
was almost completely eliminated. 
These temperatures were too high 
to make the process of any practical 
value, Dr. Shaffer said. 

“These are problems to study,’ 
he added. “There can be no doubt 
that ingenuity along these lines 
could provide furnaces lined with 
catalytic surfaces, the operation of 
which with soft coal would contam- 
inate the atmosphere less than vir- 
tually all furnaces, big as well as 
little, do now. If a corps of engi- 
neers and chemists were set to 
study these possibilities some prog- 
ress might be made. The cost o2f 
such a study should be borne by 
the Government, supported by a

Here 
photographs taken with high-speed 
cameras were shown, both stills and 
moving pictures, the subjects in- 
cluding a slow-motion movie of a 
cat at play, and stills of a baseball 
meeting a bat, a golf ball meet- 
ing a club, taken with cameras reg- 
istering “shots” from one-millionth 
to one-ten millionth of a second.

He said 
the present administration of the 
University, as conducted by Chan- 
cellor Bowman, was inimical to the 
ideas of the organization. 

“The almost universal testimony 
of 100 professors interviewed by 
the committee,” Prof. Himstead 
faid, “was that an atmosphere of 
fear, intimidation and suspicion 
Surrounds the faculty. Not only 
was there suppression of academic 
*xpression on social and economic 
isSues, but freedom of speech about 
administration of ordinary univer- 
sity affairs has been suppressed.” 

Andrew W. Mellon, former Sec- 
retary of the Treasury, is one of 

trustees of the university. 

Two members of the university 
faculty, Dr. Robert T. Hance and 
Dr. M. K. McKay, spoke in defense 
®f the institution. Dr. Hance said 
Chancellor Bowman had appointed 
& committee to study the problems 
of tenure. Dr. McKay said Pitts- 
burth was a great industrial center, 
Where custom and tradition were 
Strong; that the university had 
Made remarkable progress in recent 
years, and that the organization 
should not take action which might 
tetard that progress.

He said that 
under the rules of the association, 
denominational colleges might 
make special religious or moral be- 
quirements of their teaching staffs, 
but that such requirements should 
be explicitly stated when teachers 
are engaged.

“The depression is just getting a 
good grip on many small endowed 
colleges,” he said, “and there is lit- 
tle evidence in academic circles of 
return to normalcy and prosper- 
ity.”

President Mitchell’s Address. 

In his annual address at _ the 
luncheon session President S. A 
Mitchell, University of Virginia 
astronomer, reviewed the associa- 
tion’s accomplishments during his 
two years in office, referring par- 
ticularly to the work of Commit- 
tee A on Academic Freedom and 
Tenure, of which he was chair- 
man for the four years preceding 
his presidency. 

He said he recognized the fact 
that there would always be a few 
autocratic college presidents and a 
few slothful professors, but de- 
clared that the lasting reputation of 
a school depended largely on the 
quality of its teachers. He urged the 
delegates to spur the weaker mem- 
bers of the profession to greater 
efforts. 

In the last six years, he said, 
Committee A had handled 340 cases 
of actual or threatened dismissal 
of teachers. Most of these, he said, 
resulted from academic tenure, that 
is, dismissal from jobs, but there 
were also some cases involving 
academic freedom of speech and 
action.

TWO WOMEN 
SOLVE A MYSTERY 
OF PLANT Li 


Find How Cellulose Origi- 
nates, Heretofore One of 
Major Riddles of Scientif- 


ic Research. 


Mrs. Wanda K. Farr of Boyce 
Thompson Institute for Plant Re- 
search, announced today the solu- 
tion of a major mystery of science, 
the origin of celulose, a product of 
all trees and plants, used to make 
synthetic silks, paper and the thou- 
sands of household articles, in a re- 
port to the American Association 
for the Advancement of - Science. 
She gave credit also to the work 
of Dr. Sophie H. Eckerson, also of 
the institute. 

No one previously hag ever been 
able to see how plants make their 
cellulose. The discovery is regard- 
ed as a first step toward possibility 
of manufacturing cellulose partly 
by machine, without aid of plants, 
a change which would make avail- 
able limitless supplies of paper and 
clothing and mean another chem- 
ical revolution. 

The microscopes of Mrs. Farr, 
associate cotton technologist of the 
United States Department of Agri- 
culture, and Dr. Eckerson spied out 
the origins of cellulose. 

While examining fibers of cotton, 
which is 90 per cent pure cellulose, 
they saw nature’s cellulose-making 
process in action in the cytoplasm 
of cotton cells. 

Cytoplasm is a clear substance 
like the white of egg surrounding 
the nucleus of cotton cells, just as 
the white around the yolk in eggs. 
All living cells, man, plant or ani- 
mal, have this same structure and 
similar cytoplasm. 

The cells are visible only under 
powerful microscopes. Drifting in 
the cytoplasm of the cotton cells, 
the two women saw minute parti- 
cles shaped like sausage: balloons. 
They drifted tog: ther, stuck to each 
other end to en, or sometimes side 
by side. Closer examination showed 
each balloon coated with a sticky 
substance, pectin. 

The bead-like chains and_ sheet- 
like masses of balloons floated to 
the outside surface of the cyto- 
plasm and made a wall there, a wall 
that by chemical analysis bears ev- 
ery test of being pure, newly-formed 
cellulose. 

The women broke down the bal- 
loon chains, subjected the balloens 
to various chemical tests, and every 
one brought added evidence titat 
each particle was cellulose. They 
tried the experiment on algae and 
found a similar cellulose manufac- 
turing scene under the eyes of the 
microscopes. 

The way in which these little 
particles come together, they re- 
ported, explains already some of 
the known differences in natural 
cellulose, such as the resemblance 
of cotton fibers to drawn steel in 
physical properties and of algae 
fibers to finest gossamer. 


NEW PROPAGATION 
METHOD FOR PLANTS 


Chemical substances, some syn- 
thetically produced and others ex- 
tracted from plant and animal tis- 
sues, which make possible immedi- 
ate propagation of plants, were de- 
scribed in a radio address today 
by Dr. P. W. Zimmefman of the 
Boyce Thompson Institute for Plant 
Research at Yonkers, N. Y. The 
talk was given in connection with 
the current meeting of the Ameri- 
can Association for the Advance- 
iment of Science. 

These substances, about 15 of 
which have been prepared in the 
Boyce Thompson Institute, may be 
regarded for plants as hormones 
are for animals, Dr. Thompson said. 
They are sometimes called “phy- 
tohormones,” phyto meaning plant. 
As synthetic hormones are made 
in the laboratory and used by phy- 
sicans to correct ailments in hu- 
mans, so the phytohormones are 
used to obtain specific results in 
plant propagation, he continued. 

“Picture a favorite shrub or fruit 
tree which you want to propagate,” 
said the speaker. “Just smear 
some of the preparation on the 
stem a few inches back of the 
growing tip. Return in a few days 
to find the roots starting. Cut 
the stem just below the _ treated 
place and you have a new plant 
ready for the nursery. Plants which 
are now difficult to handle and 
which must be grafted with consid- 
erable expense can, with the aid of 
these new root-forming substances, 
be propagated with ease. 

“After we have perfected’ the 
methods I can imagine some of 
you going to the drug store and 
saying, ‘Please give me some root- 
hormone for propagating my peach, 
apple or plum trees.’ The druggist 
will hand you a small bottle of the 
chemical and a glass rod and cau- 
tion you to apply it very lightly to 
the stem. 

“A logical sequence to these find- 
ings would be the discovery of sub- 
stances which would induce new 
shoots or even flowers to grow 
from stems and leaves wherever the 
tissue is treated. The basis for such 
assumptions is reasonable now that 
we know root-forming hormones. 
Perhaps shoot-forming and flower- 
forming hormones will be known in 
the not too distant future.”

Southeast M issouri Once 
Seat of Volcanic Activity 


1925 
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Dr. Carl Tolman Reports on Study Which He 
Says Showed Tremendous Eruptions 
500 Million Years Ago. 


That part of Southeastern Mis- 
souri centering around Iron and 
Madison counties was the seat of 
tremendous volcanic activity about 
500,000,000 years ago, Dr. Carl Tol- 
man, professor of geology at Wash- 


meeting of the American Associa- 
tion for the Advancement of 
Science today. 

Dr. Tolman studied rock forma- 
tions in the region, the apex of the 
Ozark highland, for a number of 
years for the Geological Survey of 
Missouri. He found volcanic rock 
showing, not only lava flow, but 
tuff and breccia, consolidated vol- 
canic ash and coarser rock mate- 
rial sent forth by the volcanoes in 
eruptions, 

A typical formation, seen in the 
side of a cliff, is a layer showing 
lava flow lines; another bed of 
spongy rock with holes of pencil 
diameter caused by gases escaping 
from lava; and, imbedded in soil, 
angular variegated fragments, as 
much as several feet in diameter, 
thrown out in explosions, he said. 
There are vertical columns sug- 
gestive of the Giant’s Causeway and 
other famous formations; one of the 
best examples is on Hughes Moun- 
tain near Ironton. 

Good examples of boulders above 
ground or only loosely covered by 
soil may be found along Twelve 
Mile Creek near the St. Francois 
River, he told a reporter. The best 
sponge type can be observed on 
cliffs along the highway by Marble 
Creek near Ironton, and striking 
types of every kind at Johnson’s

NEW ANGINA PECTORIS 
TREATMENT DESCRIBED 


Maryland Professor's Report 
Greeted With Mingled 
Hope and Skepticism. 


A new treatment for angina pec- 
toris, announced as a complete cure, 
was greeted with mingled hope and 
skepticism today by doctors attend- 
ing the convention of the American 
Association for the Advancement 
of Science. 

Dr. John C. Krantz, professor of 
pharmacy at the University of 
Maryland Medical School, reported 
to the subsection on phar.aacy that 


20 patients, 18 of whom were ap- 
parently completely cured, while 
two failed to benefit. 

Dr. Krantz’s treatment employs 
the drug trichlorethylene, one cubic 
centimeter of which is,snuffed into 
the nose when the pains and heart 
compression of angina pectoris be- 
gin. It acts within one second. 
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he had used the new treatment on/¢ 
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Dr. Krantz said, is still somewhat 
mysterious, but apparently its ac 
tion is to clear obstructions in the 
coronary arteries which feed the 
heart. In angina pectoris, he said, 
the coronarv arteries “lose tone,” 
and decrease the supply of oxygen 
being carried to the heart in the 
blood. 

Joining Dr. Krantz in the re 
port were C. J. Carr, Ruth Musser, 
and William Harne, of the Univer- 
sity of Maryland. 

Dr. Ralph A. Kinsella of the 5t. 
Louis University Medical School 
was frankly dubious of the drug's 
curative powers, but thought it 
might be of value in supplementing 
other quick acting drugs now em- 
ployed.

Manufacturers’ Secretary Points 
Out Federal Expenditures 
Have Increased Four Fold. 

By the Associated Press. 

NEW YORK, Dec. 31.—Noe! Sar- 
gent, secretary of the National As 
sociation of Manufacturers, said 
yesterday that a “four fold” in- 
crease in national public works ex- 
penditures had decreased unem- 
ployment less than 6 per cent. 

Addressing the American Statis- 
tical Association, Sargent said “in- 


creased national expenditures are 
offset by further decreases in State, 
country and city public works ex- 
penditures.” 

“Despite Federal public works ex- 
penditures four times as great as 
normal,” he said, “the total volume 
of all kinds of public works expen- 
ditures in the United States for 
1935 is estimated at 28 per cent be- 
low the 1925-1929 average.”

ROGKET-MAKER TELLS 


OF FIVE-YEAR TESTS 


Dr. R. H. Goddard Says Pré@» 
jectile Traveled 700 Miles an 
Hour in Substratosphere. |

Results of five years of experi 
mentation to develop rockets for 
making stratospheric soundings in 
the substratosphere were discussed 
today by Dr. Robert H. Goddard 
of Clark University (Worcester, 
Mass.) department of physics, at & 
joint meeting of the meteorology 
and astronomy sections of the 
American Association for the Ad- 
vancement of Science at Washing~ 
ton University. The speaker, on 
leave from the university, has been 
conducting the experiments at Ros 
well. N. M., under grants of the 
Guggenheim Foundation. 

The major problems in the con- 
struction of the rocket, he said, are 
the development of a combustion 
chamber. or “rocket motor,” capa- 
ble of utilizing liquid oxygen and 
gasoline, and the perfection of a 
device to keep the rocket in a vertl 
cal course while in flight. 
Combustion chambers, he stated, 
have been constructed to produce 
a jet power of 209 horsepower for 
each pound of weight, and a gyro- 
scopic stabilizer has been used 
which will keep the rocket in al- 
most a straight course by operating 
vanes on the exterior. 

“The greatest height obtained in 
these flights was 7500 feet and the 
greatest speed 700 miles an hour, 
Motion pictures of the flights were 
made, showing the correctness of 
the deviations of the rocket from 
the vertical course. The rockets 
were launched i: a 66-foot tower 
by remote control, and the flights 
were observed through a telescope 
which recorded both altitude and 
azimuth.” 

Tests show that liquid propellent 
rockets start with a slow velocity, 
he said, and the jar and vibration 
in flight has not been sufficient to 
damage delicate and carefully ad- 
justed devices which may be car 
ried for atmospheric recording.

Shipping Board Bureau pending 
nearly 15 years and several times re- 
jected by previous administrations 
has been settled for $250,000. 

The settlement, of the claim of 
owners of cargo shipped on the 
Steamer Niowa out of Jacksonville, 
Fla., in 1920, was made on recom- 
mendation of the Department of 
Justice in Federal Court in New 
York. Kremer, a former Demo- 
cratic National Committeeman from 
Montana, is a close friend of Attor- 
ney-General Homer S. Cummings. 

Cummings, it was said at the De- 
purtment of Justice, gave final ap- 
proval to the terms of the settle- 
ment. Department officials were 
reluctant to discuss the case which 
was concluded last July although 
news of it has only just become 
known.

Answer: I can only say that noth- 
ing was further from my intention 
than belittling any craft, and cer- 
tainly not one that has contributed 
so much to beauty as well as to the 
utilities of the graphic arts.
